Vladeck Warns Councilmen to Remember 
Hitler Attack Against Catholics in Austria 
—Discusses FDR Resolution 


Councilman B. Charney Viadeck, Manhattan Laborite, 
told the City Council yesterday that the persecution of 
Jews in fascist countries is not merely a Jewish question 


but the concern of all civilized persons. 
“As = Jew I don’t want to be 


isolated in fighting fascism and 
reaction,” he said. 

Viadeck addressed his remarks to

,which declared that the action was 
asked because “millions of citizens 
of the City of New York are of 
Jewish faith and have next to kin 
and relatives seeking a haven of 
refuge in Palestine from Nazi and 
fascist oppression.” ,

He explained that he resented the 
inference in the resolution that 
Jewish persecution was chiefly pro- 
tested by Jewish citizens. 

“I sincerely think that the per- 
secution of Jews in Fascist coun- 
tries in Burope is not merely a 
Jewish question,” Viadeck de- 
clared. “The Jews are simply the 
front line of attack. The Cath- 
olic Church is next in line. Every- 
thing progressive is next in line. 

“The persecution of Jews is only 
a barometer. Why should millions 
of Jews be the only ones inter- 
ested? Everyone should be in- 
terested. 

“As a Jew I don't want to be iso- 
lated fighting fascism and reaction. 
We have been persecuted for cen- 
turies. We have heen - persecuted 
ever sincé Moses organized the 
brick-layers on the pyramids of 
Egypt. 

“And what about you gentlemen 
of the Catholic faith? You read the 
newspaper:. You know what Hitler 
is doing in Austria. 

“This is a matter for everyone, 
and I don't like the implication in 
the resolution that because there 
are so many Jews in New York this 
is 4 matter for the Council.”

A Human Sacrifice 
To Political Reaction 


Without even the usual pretext of a fake 
“confession,” with no sign whatever of be- 
ing connected with the alleged crime, and 
while the police authorities conveniently 
looked the other way, Tommy Williams, a 
19-year-old Negro youth, was brutally lynched 
in Louisiana. 

The mob used the vicious “rape” buga- 
boo to whip up a lynch sentiment against the 
Negro people in the little town of Ruston, La. 
Williams happened to be the young Negro 
American who was singled out and riddled 
with bullets as a sacrifice to that political 
and economic reaction which denies the 
Southern Negro the most elementary citizen- 
ship rights. 

The murder of Williams is thé poison 
fruit of the un-American filibuster in the 
Senate, which sidetracked the anti-lynching 
bill early this year. It will be recalled that 
Sen. Ellender of Louisiana played one of the 
most shameless roles in this filibuster, him- 
self holding the floor in this fascist talking 
orgy for more than seven days. 


But it was not only the reactionary Dem- 
ocrats who knifed the anti-lynching bill. It 
was the Vandenbergs, McNarys, and other 
Northern Tory Republicans who took the lead 
in blocking a vote, when they knew that the 
70 Senators pledged to vote for the bill were 
enough to pass it. These are the Republicans 
who line up with such feactionary Southern 
Democrats as Carter Glass, Walter George, 
Garnery and the Heflins to malign and op- 
press the Negro people, 


And these are the same Tory Republicans 
who everywhere represent reaction in the 
present election campaign. Yet they have 
the gall to pretend as “friends” of the Ne- 
gro. They have the nerve to use honeyed 
words of demagogy to ensnare the Negro 
people into supporting reaction and fascism 
in November. Such is the tactic of a Bruce 
Barton and a Ham Fish in New York as well 
as a Vandenberg in Michigan. 

But the Negro people will not forget. They 
will weld firmer their ranks with labor and 
progressives to defeat the pro-fascist Repub- 
lican hypocrits. They will unite more solidly 
with labor and progressives in support of 
New Deal democracy, and to puf over pro- 
gressive candidates on election day. That 
way leads to the passage of the anti-lynching 
bill and to the victory of democracy for all 
the people.
